IV inlay Iv ama’* Milk control law original­ 
ly- wa* enacted more than ^ i years ago, in 
depression times, to assure an adequate 
supply of milk to the public by assuring 
the farm er of a fair price for his product, 
T hat end was accomplished, hut we never 
got rid of the law after the need for it had 
passed. As a result, we’re stuck with a law* 
which sets rigid price levels for the ulti­ 
m ate consumer. And the operation of the 
lavi hasn't helped increase the consumption 
of this most desirable of balds. 
The price is the same whether you buy 
one quail or 2b quart*. It* the same 
w nether you’re buying it a little at a time 
or on yearly contracts for huge amounts.

-leady customers.
